Found Revolver in Cellar 

The finding of a revolver in the 
cellar, gave rise this afternoon to the 
report that the vaudeville artist had 
heen shot before the body was bat- 
tered into. an unrecognizable mass and 
buried in quick-lime in the cellar of 
the Crippen home at Hildrop Cres- 
cent, North London. 


Traces of Poison 

It was reported also that traces of 
poison had been found. The doctors 
will present their theories as to the 
cause of death at the inquest to be 
held this afternoon. 

It has‘ been a long. time since a 
murder in’ London has created such 
a sensation ‘The fact that the mur- 
dered woman and her husband who is 
charged with the crime are 4:.erican 
has spurred the police to activity.

Story of the Murder 

London, July 15.—Scotland Yard is 
engaged with.the murder of an Ameri- 
can woman and today it cabled the 
police of the United States requesting 
the arrest of the woman’s husband, 
Hawley Harvey Crippen, also an 
American, who is belived to have 
sailed for New York on Saturday last. 
The case is similar to that of the 
Charlton murder at Lake Como, Italy 

Both women were Americans and 
actresses who left their homes to meet 
death by violence in a foreign land 
and in each instance the police pur- 
sued the husband to the shores of his 
native land. Porter Charlton was 
arrested in TLoboken, N.J., but in the 
absence of an extradition treaty be- 
tween the United States and Italy, | 
providing for the return to either 
country of a citizen of the other coun- 
try who has committed a. crime 
abroad, he may go free, In the pre- 
sent case no such complications are 
probable as the British-American ex- 
tradition treaty leaves no loophole of 
which a suspected criminal niay take 
advantage. 

Hope to Get Him 

The London police have a definite 
charge against Dr. Crippen and pro- 
pose to get him with the co-operation 
of the American authorities Dr. Crip- 
pen, who is a dentist fifty years of age 
has made his home for some time at 


39 Hilldrop Crescent, North London 


Some time ago his wife Belle El- 
more, a vaudeville actress and: treas- 
urer of the Musical Actresses Guild, 


disappeared and subsequently a notice 
of her 


death appeared in’ the local 
papers. The fact of her death was 
eenerally credited, but there was more 
or less gossip among the women in- 
timate with her and this finally reach- 
ed the ears of the police. 

The latter visited Dr. Crippen and

Saturday noon last Dr. Crippn dis- 
since than the police 
have not been able to locate him. 
Yesterday a search of the Crippen 
home was made and the battered body 
of a woman was found buried in. the 
cellar, It had been placed in’ quick 
lime and was burned beyond recogni- 
tion, but the finding of the body  to- 
gether with other discoveries today 
has left no doubt in the minds of the 
authorities that the murdered woman 
was Mrs. Crippen. 

Search for Crippen 

Sir Melville MacNaughton, chief of 
the criminal investigation department 
of Scotland Yard, took the matter in 
hand and developments followed ra- 
pidly. , The first thing the police did 
today was to cable to the police of 
the American ports asking them to 
search incoming steamers for Crippen 
who is described. is 

The police believe that he sailed on 
Saturday for the United States. They 
state that he is acompanie:l by Jithel 
Clara Leneve, a French woman whom 
he hid recently introduced as his wife. 
This woman the police say is believed 
to be dressed in/male attire Before 
leaving home, Crippen sent out for 
a boy's suit and the police surmise 
that is. now being worn by his com- 
panion 

The indigations point to cooly laid 
plans to escape. A letter signed Beile 
Elmore was reveived by the Vause- 
ville Artists’ Guild stating that the 
writer had gone to America on busi- 
ness. It was this letter which the 
police say was intended to cover up 
the crime. As it turned\out it) fur- 
nished an evidence of crime.

EMPIRE BUSINESS SCHEME 


Horne Payne Says Britons Should 
Learn to Invest Imperially 


London, July 15.—The burden of 
Horne Payne's speech at the meet- 
ing of the British Empire Trust today 
was that the British people should not 
only think imperially but invest imper- 
ially. He described the great empire 
as a joint stock company in which 
constituent nations were asociated for 
mutual advantage. 
| During the last year Great. Britain 
had invested $115,000,000 in the Unit- 
ed States under 5 per cent. interest, 
which probably could be re-invested 
in Canada at from 6 to 10 per cent.

“The Edmonton people believe that 
this is their opportunity and it may 
not occur again, and they are going 
to make the most of it. They do not 
propose merely to show that Tdmon- 
ton has good crops, but the (dmon- 
ton papers admit ‘that the plan of cam- 
paign is that the Edmonton district 
has good crops compared with the 
crops in other parts of the province, 
which are very-uniortunate this sea- 
son, f 

"In other words, they propose to 
display the poor crops of the south- 

ern part of the province, in order to 
get some passing advantage for the 
north country.” 

Why not go a step and further and 
charge some Edmonton agency with 
having a thand in cutting off the 
mecessary supply of moisture? No one 
here wishes the smitten country any 
harm and it is a matter of very sin- 
cere regret that it thas had a failure 
this year.

I of the nation must concede that an 
Influezice has gone forth from these 
shores to the uttermost bounds of 
jearth—an influence against™tyranny, 
and in a broad, general way in line 
with the Golden Rule, which respects 
abe the liberties of others as it desires its 
Oe Ly own io be respected. It is difficult 
: { fo estimate the weight of influence 
attaching to the numerous letters go- 
‘tng from these shores to every coun- 
fry under heaven, to every hamlet and 
rwiilage and city. It is difficult to 
estimuts the influence of the news- 
papers «nd magazines which go féarth 
breedin;. the love of liberty. And yet, 
‘}dear friends, every day and eVery 
“year. us our ideas mature, we come 
‘40. see more and more distinctly what 
‘constitutes true “liberty,” sand to 
{distinguish this from “license,” which 
sometimes steals the livery of liberty, 
to grossly misrepresent it. 

It is not surprising that many who 
jcome to these shores from lands where 
persone] liberty: is almost unknown 
gre inclined to expect more liberty 
|than we can safely accord them. They 

are obliged to learn gradually the 

Iessan that social liberty signifies, 

‘not personal license, but the permis- 

sion to do only those things which will 
knot interfere with the Tights and 
(liberties of others. Indeed, this is the 

lesson which all must learn in order 
to be good, useful citizens; a lesson 
therefore to be learned by all who 
would enjoy true liberty. It is the 
lesson of self-control; the lesson of 
minding one’s own business; the les- 
son of speaking evil of no man; the 
Sesson of doing good unto all men as 
we have opportunity; the lesson (of 
intruding on the proper rights and 
privileges of no one else. But alas, 
how few of the world have come to 
rightly view the liberty of which we 

‘boast ! 

It is in the School of Christ that 
the pupils or disciples of the Lord 
Jesus may learn of him, the Great 
Teacher, the important lesson of self- 
contro] and the. proper exercise of 
our own liberty, without encroaching 
upon the rights and liberty of others. 
Alas, dear friends, we must concede 
that ‘remarkably few of the Lord’s 
‘People have learned this’lesson and 
yare qualified to graduate along this 
line!’ Many: followers of Christ con- 
tinuvally practice injustice in the little 
things of life, neglecting to regard 
‘the liberties and rights of others. In 
the Church, in the home, in business, 

e rights of others are.all too fre- 
quently ignored or only partially re- 
cognized. It is more important that 
we learn to recognize the rights and 
liberties of others than to insist upon 
our own rights. The former course 
tends {o make us Godlike; the latter 
cultivates selfishness und frequently 
fgets us into difficulty unnecessarily. 
The Apostle’s instruction is that so 
far as possible, we should live peace- 
ably with all men, which often neces- 
sitates the voiding of our own rights 
for the sake of peace,

“The creature also shall be de- 
livered from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God" (Romans 
viii, 21). 


Adam and nother Eve also were thus 
created, in the full likeness of the 
children of God. Some lost their lib- 
erty by disobedience; they became 
slaves to Sin and Death, and have 
been more or less bound by these con- 
ditions from then until now. So, then, 
“The liberty of the children of God” 
is absolute perfection—the ideal con- 
dition for which the Church is striv- 
ing. 

The Apostle in our text is discuss- 
ing the condition of the world of man- 
kind in general. He reminds us that 
“the whole creation groaneth and tra- 
vaiieth in pain together until now” 
(Romans viii, 22). In the nineteenth 
verse ‘he tells us:what they are wait- 
ing for, namely, “The earnest expec- 
tation of the (human) creature wait- 
eth for the manifestation of the sons 
of God.’’ The world of mankind is 
now enslaved to Sin and Death; they 
cannot help themselves; they | must 
wait until God’s time for setting them 
free from this bondage. God’s. time 
will come in connection with the glori- 
fication of the Church, and her mani- 
festation with her Lord*in the glories 
of his Messianic Kingdom. Then the 
groaning creation will be set free from 
the bondage of Sin and Death, under 
which it now groans and _ travails. 

The Apostle reminds us that the 
slavery of mankind to Sin and Death 
came upon the world through vartity, 
or frailty, unwillingly. Our frailties 
are the result of sin and of the Divine 
sentence, Father Adam was disobedi- 
ent and our Creator, in sentencing 
him to death, made the dying condi- 
tion such that all of his children 
would be involved with him, as sin- 
ners, through heredity, and thus shar- 
ers in his dying condition. But God 
did not subject our race to this dying 
condition, this slavery to Sin and 
Death, with the intention of blasting 
the hone of humanity to all eternity, 
much less with the expectation of 
sending Adam and his race to eternal 
torture. Rather, we are to understand 
that when God pronounced the death 
sentence upon’ our race, intermingled 
with it was the hope, the desire, on 
the part of the Creator, that the re- 
sult of that death sentence should not 
be man’s absolute/and eternal destruc- 
tion, after the manner, of the brute 
beast. In the Divine purpose there 
mingles a hope — a desire and inten- 
tion that all of Adam’s race who will 
learn the lesson of righteousness may 
ultimately be delivered from the, bond- 
age of Sin and Death, into~ the true 
liberty of children of God. It was to 
secure, in God’s due time, for Adam 
and his race, liberty from Sin and 
Death, that Christ died for our sins. 

Some of the nation look to the lib- 
erty that was accorded them by the 
“Emancipation Proclamation.’”’ But 
this emancipation is nothing in com- 
parison with the great Emancipation 
which God purposes shall come to all 
the world of mankind through Christ. 
Enslaved to Sin, through Father 
Adam’s disobedience, ‘Sold . under 
sin,” the purchase of the race by the 
precious blood ef Christ is to be an- 
nounced: by the Great Judge who pro- 
nounced the sentence. This is a glor- 
ious hope, a glorious prospect, but as 
yet it is merely a prospect. Only the 
true Church has as yet been set free; 
and she waits for perfect freedom 
through the ‘First’ Resurrection.” 
“The whole world lieth in the Wicked 
One,” and still are slaves to Sin and 
Death conditions in every way. 

The arrangement of Divine Provi- 
dence for this great liberation of the 
captives of Sin and Death is wonder- 
ful! God’s Kingdom is to be estab- 
lished and to exercise his reign or 
rule of righteousness amongst men for 
a thousand years; Satan is to be 
bound during that period, that he may 
deceive and entrap humanity no more. 
The knowledge of God and the assist- 
ance of Divine power are to be ex- 
tended to every creature, bond and 
free, rich and poor, of every tongue 
and nation. Not only will the living 
nations enjoy this privilege of release 
from slavery to Sin and Death, 
through the great Redeemer, but, ad- 
ditionally, all who are in their graves 
will have the glorious opportunity of 
being awakened and of being brought 
to a knowledge of the Truth, that they 
may be saved by laying hold thereon 
—by conforming heart and life to the 
rules of the Kingdom of God’s dear 
Son, and thus attaining eternal life. 

Truly, that will be a glorious epoch, 
when to the great Deliverer ‘every 
knee shall bow and every tongue con- 
fess, to the glory of God.” It wll be 
grand, indeed, to witness during the 
thousand years of Christ’s reign the 
gradual liberation of the slaves of Sin 
and Death— their gradual attainment 
of full mastery over their weaknesses 
and imperfections by the assistance 
of the great Emancipator! Many of 
these poor slaves went down to the 
tomb in fearful anticipation of a fu- 
ture of eternal torment. How glad 
they will be when they awake from 
the sleep of death, realizing it as only 
a momentary interim! They will be 
advised of/the fact—that the Redemp- 
tion price\-has been paid by Jesus 
and that, therefore, he is fully quali- 
fied and empowered to set them free 
in every sense of the word—not only 
from the condemnation of ceath, but 
also from the actual blight of death— 
the mental, moral and. physical weak- 
nesses, which are elements of the 
death sentence. 

True, the Scriptures intimate that 


all will not appreciate the privilege of * 


emancipation from the dominion of 
Sin and Death. It is pot for us to 
speculate as to the number who will 
ultimately be set free. It is sutticient 
for us te. know that all will be brought 
to a full opportunity of attaining or 
rejecting the emancipation privileges. 
All will be free in the sense that nona 
will die the Second Death, except by 
his own wilful, deliberate sympathy 
with sin and rejegticn of the righteous 

: Wd 


eral terms of the Great 
Liberator. 

Pursuing the subject, the Apostle 
marks the Church of this Gospel Age 
as separate and distinct from the 
world. He shows that those who re- 
ceive the begetting of the holy Spirit 
now, are already children of God, and 
already enjoying full freedom, full lib- 
eration from the condemnation of Sin 
and Death. He says, ‘‘And not only 
they (the groaning creation, the 
world), but ourselves also (the spirit- 
begotten Church of this age), which 
have the first fruits of the Spirit, even 
we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, the 
redemption. (deliverance) ‘of our 
Body’’—‘‘the Body of Christ, which is 
the Church” (Verse 23, I. Corinthians 
xii, 

The Apostle is here pointing out 
that while the world is groaning: un- 
der its share of the Adamic condem- 
nation, believers in Christ also groan 
—though in a different manner. The 
world groans and travails, waiting for 
the Church’s manifestation — ‘the 
manifestation of the Sons of God.” 
The Church groans, not outwardly, but 
inwardly, while waiting for something 
different. The wosid is waiting for 
the manifestation of the Sons of God, 
because “‘Now are.we the Sons of 
God” (I. John iii, 2). Our salvation 
will come, therefore, before this mani- 
festation of the Sons of God, which 
will bring release to the worla The 
elect Church is waiting for the adop- 
tion, the deliverance of the, Body in 
the First Resurrection, Our Heaven- 
ly Father has already granted us the 
spirit of adoption whereby we can cry, 
“Abba, Father,’ but our adoption is 
not yet accomplished, completed. We 
are already set free in our minds from 
the Law of Sin and Death, but will 
not be entirely free until our adoption 
shall be completed by our resurrec- 
tion change. he adoption of the 
Church by the‘Pather will be her full 
entrance into the liberty of the Sons 
of God, her full entrance into perfec- 
tion, “changed in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye” (I. Cor, xv, 52). 

The Apostle continues the same 
thought, pointing out that the salva- 
tion of the Church at the present time 
is not her actual or complete salva- 
tion, but a hone-salvation or a faith- 
salvation. He points out that what 
we hope for is to be brought unto us 
at the revelation of our Lord and Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ, at his second advent. 
He points out that, in the meantime, 
if we have this hope as an anchor to 
our souls, it will lead us to be patient 
in waiting for\the glorious things of 
the Divine arrangement. It will lead 
us to wait patiently for the Lord’s 
time for our own blessing and further 
opportunity for service in bestowing 
God’s blessings upon the world. We 
are to wait for onx deliverance, with 
patience, and in this te shall be exer- 
cising and developing one of the 
graces of the holy Snirit necessary for 
our perfecting. It is not sufficient 
that we learn to love liberty; we must 
learn full submission to the Divine 
will and to receive our liberty, in kind 
and in time, according to the. good 
pleasure of the Father. ‘ 

The expression, ‘Ihe redemption of 
our /Body,’’ does not refer to the 
Lord’s people, individually, for each 


of us will have a separate body in the- 


resurrection. The Apostle’s* thought 
is that of the Scriptures in general, 
namely, that there is one Body, which 
is the Church; and that. so far as our 
complete adoption by the Father is 
concerned, this must be done in uni- 
son; he will not receive the Church 
separately, member by member, but 
altogether, at the close of this age. 
Then’ so many ‘as shall have fought 
the good fight of faith and finished 
their course, so many as shall be 
found worthy a place with our Lord in 
his throne will be .‘‘changed” in the 
“First Resurrection.” These-will be 
presented together as one glorious 
Body, or ‘“‘Church of the living God, 
whose names-are written in heaven.” 

So far, then, as the world is con- 
cerned, let us think less of assisting 
them to, individual and_ personal lib- 
erty than to freedom from the yoke 
of Sin, Let us rejoice in the privilege 
and opportunity which; if faithful, we 


will have by and by with the Master/ 


of delivering or setting at liberty from 
sin and death the entire groaning cre- 
ation. Let us remember that to attain 
this we must become members of the 
glorified Kingdom, which will extend 
this blessing to all the families of 
earth. m 


Busy London Methodists. 


A great fund is in contemplation for 
the development and reconstruction of 
Wesleyan church work in London. 
The sum of $1,250,000 is likely to be 
fixed on as the minimum required. It 
will be remembered that the Wes- 
leyans celebrated the advent of the 
twentieth century by raising. a fund 
of a million guineas for church pur- 
poses. Since then the denomination 
has grown in wealth. As Londoners 
subscribed $925,000 to the: twentieth 
century fund, w&ich was for the pur- 
poses of the denomination in general, 
it is not likely that they will shrink 
from the task of subscribing $1,250,- 
000 for work in their own midst. 


Remarkable Blind Man. 


There has just died, at Boxgrove, 
Chichester, a remarkable blind man, 
named Stephen Targett, who was in 
his ninety-third year.

Morden, Man., July 16—Sir Wil- 
frid ‘Laurier and the party accom- 
panying him through the West had a 
great reception yesterday afterndon, 
Speaking in the skating rink to a 
crowded audience, Sir Wilfrid spoke 
of the remarkable progress of tlie 
West, and in comparing the progress 
of the West with the wast he said: 
“To westerners. it nothing that 
towns should treble their populatior 
in sixteen years, but if this was the 
case in the East, our bosom would 
swell with pride. Although there is 
a difference in this respect betweer 
the East and West, the difference is 
only in spirit: there is no antagonisin 
between the East and West because 
the interests of one must be the in- 
terests of all.

“In the East we are often told we 
are spending too much money on thc 
West. We are even told that the 
tariff is not made for the benefit. of 
the East, but for the benefit of the 
West. They say that spend
